Not to Repent Costly Mistakes, 
The decision bespoke a deter- 


mination not to repeat in this hem- 
isphere the costly mistakes of the 
Philippines, Singapore and other 
key Pacific' points where inade- 
quate garrisons have helped make 
possible spectacular enemy suc- 
cesses. 


Tho debacle at Singapore cast 


an air of gloom over Capitol Hill, 
where most legislators conceded 
that loss of the great base would 
prolong tho war. 
However, Sen- 


ator Bailey (D-NC) said that the 
American people should not be dis- 
couraged by such early setbacks, 


"We have just begun to fight," 


he declared. "Nobody should lose 
heart because of the events in the 
first two months of the war.". 


Senator George (D-Ga) predict- 


ed that Japanese capture of Sing- 
apore would be followed by all-out 
attacks on the Netherlands Indies 
and Burma. 
It was in these two 


theaters, ho said, that all possible 
American equipment must be con- 
•centrated swiftly. 


Large Chinese Forces. 


George, an influential member 


of the senate 
foreign 
relations 


committee, said" he was satslfied 
that 
large Chinese forces were 


available for the defense of Ran- 
goon, key port for the Burma road 
which loads to Chungking. Ran- 
goon is now threatened, but George 
said that if sufficient American 
materials could somehow be de- 
livered there, the Chinese could 
be depended upon for men to aid 
1 ntho fighting.
